Tu the further putsuance of this sub- 
Jeot we shall leave out of the \account 
for the present the question of retribu- 
tive punishment, and consider the suly 
ject in its economic aspect. 

The fiest question to be solved in this 
category is, What lows is sustained by 
the comreunity ut large by the’ depre- 
dations of its eriminal section? © Con- 
trary to the generally received opinion, 
we have come to the conelusion that 
this loss is but trifling, and consists 
chiefly in the reduction on Bank notes, 
jewels, and a few other articles which 
may be sent abroad for sale: for al- 
though individuals gfton suffer severely 
from theft, forgery, and embezzlement, 
yet the money or ‘other property has 
only changed hands, and still remains 
an integral portion of the national 
wealth, 

The loss to the community then con- 
sists almost entirely of the following 
itema : first, the maintenance of a police 
foree for the protection of life aud pro- 
perty, and the detegtion and capture of 
offenders ; seagnd, the cost of prosecu- 
tion ; and third, the expense of main- 
taining the prisoners while andergoing 
their sentemces.

GREAT FIRE AT ST. JOHN. 
Two Hundred Acres ofthe City Swept 


20,000 PEOPLE HOMELESS. 


Sr. Jonw, N.B., June 20, 


This afternoon at half-past two a fire 
broke out in MeLaughlin’s boiler shops, 
Portland. <A strong north-westerly 
wind was blowing at the time, and in 
an incredibly short space of time the 
flames burst out, carrying with thom 
hundreds of houses, stores, and lumber- 
yards. The fire spread rapidly towards 
the business portion of St. co hy clear- 
ing in its career entire streets of build- 
ings, and every wholesale and nearly al) 
the retail houses were destroyed. The 
only bank saved was the Bank of British 
North America. The fierce wind drove 
the flames to the south and east and de- 
stroyed everything they met till they 
reached the water's edge. The loss is 
estimated at from ten to fifteen million 
dollars, and the insurance will not, it is 
thought, exceed six million dollars. 
Thousands of le wander the strects 
homeless and in ir. The destruc- 
tion of provisiong of all kinds seem to 
point to famine, and relief must come 
im speedily or many must perish from 
want. Few saved even their clothes. 
The fire is still raging, and no hope is 
entertained of extinguishing it until it 
has exhausted itself for want of material 
to keep it alive. The wind has died 
down but the fire still burns fiercely. 
The gas works are deptroyed and the 
remainder of the city is in darkness. 
The area burned is near 200 atrea. 


St. Joux, June 21. 

Yesterday was the most calamitous 
day ever known in the annals of St. 
John. Nothing could have burst more 
suddenly on the unexpecting citizens 
than the fire which destroyed eo many 
valuable live’, wasted property by the 
millions, laid an arrest on many and 
varied forms of industry, and spread 
not only desolation, but terror and con- 
sternation all -argund. The public 
buildings, palaces of commerce, temples 
of religion, banks, palatial veubbeuslts: 
newspaper and telegraph offices, echool- 
houses-—almost everything of which the 
citizens of St. John felt proud—were 
all in a few hours laid in ruins, and the 
loss of our hotels, churches, school- 
houses, banks, &c., was made a thousand 
times more painful by the lamentable 
destruction of life accompanying it. 
The fire was disseaed te the build- 


ing owned by Mr. Fairweather, on the 
south side of York Point slip, next to 
McLaughlin's boiler , aud to the 


latter building the flames had spread 
before the firemen had arrived. The 
engines on reaching the spot did their 
best to stop the flames, but all the ef- 
forte made were utterly in vain, and 
nothing could be done. The flames 
then spread to the various buildings on 
Hare's Wharf, which were also quick! 
consumed, and before the fire could be 
checked it broke out with a roar into 
Smyth street, carrying everything be- 
fore it, Aid came from Portland in the 
shape of the town engine and firemen, 
but the tinder-box nature of the build- 
ings on fire, aided by the wind, proved 
a combination too much for the gallant 
workers, and almost in despair they saw 
the flames advance on them, not slowly, 
but with « mpidity that 
stoutest hearts, Carleton engine came 
in the ferry-boat, and lent its aid. 

A great quantity of the goods saved 
fell into the hands of thieves, who hung 
around like valtures eager to avail them- 
selves of any opportunity that afforde:d 
to er off what they could lay hands 
on. The ballast wharf was covered 
most of the night with thousands of 
people anxious to escape by water, So

England will not listen to any pro- 
sition involving the sacrifice of the 
Turkish marine in the Black Sea. Ar- 
rangements are to be made by which 
England, with the consent of the Khe- 
(live and the Sultan, shall occupy Egy 
The foree will be under General Steele, 
aml will comprise 20,000 men—throe 
cavalry regiments and the remainder in- 
fantry, consisting of four Highland 
regiments, four brigades of Guarda, and 
one battalion of Seotch Fusiliers, A 
third of the whole force are to be Mos- 
lems from the Tengal army. These 
troops are all ready, and camp arrange- 
iments are aleo ready in Egypt. It is 
thought the eventual terms of peace will 
include an English protectorate over 
Egypt. 

The Khedive of Egypt has discover- 
ed a plat to blow up the banks of the 
Suez Cgnal with nitro-glycerine between 
Ismailia and Port Said. This has caused 
great excitement, and the Khedive has 
appointed a Commission, consisting of 
Gen. Stone as President, and Admiral 
McKillop, with two other naval officers, 
to protect the canal. Troops will patrol 
the banka. E d also requests the 
Khediye to vigilantly guard the canal. 

June 24..-A London special says a 
whole Russian corps is tiow on the Bul- 
gatian side of the Danube, and the pas- 
sage of the Russians over against Galatz 
is notopposed by the Tarks. A detach- 
ment of Cossacks reconnoitered Matchin 
on Friday, and got pretty close, but half 
of them were drowned in’ the attempt, 
Two small corps of Turks are above 
Matchip, on the heighta, It ia stated 
that the Czar consents to the Roumanian 
army co-operating with the Turkish side 
of the Dantibe.

which they are about to assume, if we 
endeavor to strike a balance, so as. to 
show them what they ought to de and 
what they had better avoid. First, in 
their choice of representatives, they 
should select men of sound character 
for integrity and veracity: men.of bubi- 
ness tact and experience, whose welfare 
is bound up with that of the village; 
and who have a substantial interest in 
its prosperity ; and they should choose 
them without reference to politics. No. 
doubt, other things being equal, a man 
will naturally prefer one with whom he 
has been accustoméed to think and act in 
sympathy ; but considerations of a gen- 
eral political bearing ought never to be 
allowed to overbalance or supersede 
superior qualifications in municipal 
matters, The office of Reeve in especial 
is one of the highest importance, and 
demands a corresponding degree of care

| The Prospect of our Dairy Products 


The Dairy products of Canada now form a 
feature of as much intervat to this country as 
the great wheat interest was a few years ago ; 
and unlike wheat, the future promise of the 
business is towards an increase, In the sam- 
mer monthe the actual cash received by far- 
mers for cheese anil butter is their main source 
of income, and an unbiaseed view of the 
— before ua may be of service. 

The season for making cheese opened early 
this year, and the markets of the world were 
bare of stock, so that all receipts were prompt- 

ty absorbed in Britain daring the month of 


May. In the present month, the first indica- 
tions of accumulation have « red at the 
seaboard and in England. production, 


haa, so far, largely exceeded that of last year, 
both in the United States and Canada; and 
buyers for English account are finding diffi- 
culty in getting orders under the rapidly de- 
elining values. If the protinetion keeps any- 
where near the present ona, our fac- 
tery men will need to exercise a good deal of 
nerve, and to face what seems a low price for 
several weeks at any rate. The past has shown 
that in summer time cheese needs to be 
handled promptly, from the moment it is 
eured till it reached the consumers’ table, and 
the quicker it is got there the better for all 
who touch it as it passes along, June, July 
and August are no dates to have cheese going 
on consignment to take the chance of neglect 
or attention as the case may be ; and any re/ 
ceiver who has cheese bought is apt to see 
after his purchases before his consignments. 

There is an active competing band of bmyers 
who will pay all that can be given for cheese, 
and we venture to say by all means sell to the 
highest bidder every ten or fifteen days.— 
There are some dealers who say the price of 
factory cheese will go down to seven cents 
ie pound ere long. Of this we cannot judge, 

tif those whe are supplying consumers 
cannot pay more, there is no means of ship- 
ping + more will be netted to the pro- 
ducer. It is stated that several factories 
are mow pretty full of unsold cheese, having 
refused 97 and 106. If our information on 
the situation in Britain, the United States 
and Canada is as good as we think it is, these 
factories have made a mistake by holding. ~— 
We shall refer to this subject again in he uly,
